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REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING ScHOOL COoMMITTER. 


In compliance with the laws of the State, the follow- 
ing Report of the condition of the Common Schools of 
Swanzey, for the year ending March 12, 1878, is respect- 
fully submitted : 

At the last anuual meeting the town voted to raise by 
taxation $2000.00 for the suppport of schools, which was 
nearly 30 cents on one hundred dollars of the town in- 
voice. To this was added the State Literary Fund, 
$177.75, which amounted to $2177.75, the sum total 
appropriated for schools. How this money was appor- 
tioned may be seen in Table III, connected with this 
Report. 

The increase of this year over that of last in the amount 
appropriated, has given us nearly sixty-four more weeks’ 
schooling, and aided*much in procuring the services of 
competent teachers. 


SPECIAL REPORTS. 


District No. 1. The Summer term, which was only 
six weeks in length, was taught by Miss Mary D.. 
Grimes, who has had considerable experience in teaching 
in former days. Although this school was small and 
composed mostly of young scholars, she did not find it 
the most pleasant one to manage. Notice of the time this 
term closed was not received in season for the Committee 
to be present on the occasion, but we believe the teacher 
was faithful in trying to do her duty. 

The Second term of twelve weeks was in charge of 
Miss Jennie M. McAuister who, by untiring effort, suc- 
ceeded in keeping order and sustaining tne interests of 
the school. This was evident by the appearance of her 
pupils at the close who showed marks of improvement. 
There was a good record of attendance, and but tew 
tardy marks compared with other terms. 

No. 2. This district has formerly had but one mixed 
school. This year they have taken a new departure and 
erected a new house with reference to having a Graded 
School, and divided the old school, as it was, into two 
departments. 

There was no Summer school, the house not having 
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been completed. The first term commenced Oct. 1, and 
continued eleven weeks. Mrs. M. F. Brockway was 
employed for the Grammar School which she taught both 
terms, sustaining herself throughout in the high estima- 
tion of the district and the confidence of her pupils. 

This school consisted principally of a select class of 
scholars, from eleven to twenty years of age, most of 
whom were models of studious habits and good behavior 
which rendered the discipline not difficult. 

Besides the Conmon English branches ten of the pupils 
studied Physiology; and it was the best class in that 
study we have yet found in our schools. Five studied 
Algebra and made good progress. There was a good 
class in Philosophy. During the Second term seven 
studied Rhetoric, as connected with the study of English 
Grammar, and made good proficiency for the time. The 
teacher evidently understanas her vocation, and is thor- 
ough in her instruction and systematic in her manage- 
nent. 

The First term of the Primary Department was in 
charge of Miss S. Lizzie Lane, who kept a good school, 
and was in popular favor with her pupils and the 
parents. All the classes received careful attention, and 
mutch improvement must have been made under her in- 
instruction. 

Miss Kirtr: E. Gitson taught the Second term. Her 
school was not in the best of order when we visited it. 
The teacher appeared to have but little restraint over her 
pupils, but she labored well in trying to give them good 
instruction. Any such school without proper discipline 
cannot prove very profitable. 

No. 3. Miss 1. Maser Lane successfully taught both 
the Summer and Fall terms of this school. As an ele- 
mentary teacher Miss Lane has some superior qualities, 
with a natural aptitude for the business, and a method 
which may justly be called her own. The classes were 
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well drilled, as was shown at the close of each term. 
Those in reading, spelling and defining did exceedingly 
well, the latter exercises being the best we have yet seen 
for such young scholars. ‘The district have reason to 
feel that both these terms were profitable ones. 

No. 4. Both terms were taught by Miss Ftorence A. 
Coruiss who is a faithful and efficient teacher, and one of 
considerable experience. _We found too many classes in 
this school at its commencement, a condition which was 
tending to make ‘the labors of the teacher more difficult 
and less profitable than need be. ‘This was afterward 
remedied to some extent. 

It is a common fault with certain scholars to want to 
be in another class beyond, if only in another book, or two 
or three pages in advance, without regard to rank. 
Parents too often encourage this without a knowledge of 
the scholar’s capacity, or what is for his advantage. 

The school appeared well at the final examination, 
although it occurred on a very snowy day. Some classes 
made exeellent improvement which showed that the 
teacher had been a zealous laborer for those under her 
charge. 

No. 5. Miss Mary J. Hitts here proved very suc- 
cessful in teaching her first and second terms, in the 
whole comprising twenty-four weeks. 

The school showed good discipline and all the classes 
received careful attention, and made commendable im- 
provement. ‘There appeared to be a pleasant relation 
between teacher and pupils, which must have had a 
happy influence upon the school. 

No. 6. Both terms, sixteen weeks in all, were in charge 
of Miss M. Appie Morse who had previously taught in 
this district. For so short a time no better improvemen 
could have been made. The progress of some classes 
was remarkable. ‘The teacher’s large experience and 
superior qualifications enabled her to compensate in a 
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large degree for the shortness of this school. Through 
the enterprising efforts and solicitations of Miss Morse a 
new set of Outline Maps was procured for this district ; 
and we regret they are the only ones to be found in 
all our town schools. . 

There was a good attendance, and the records showed 
not a tardiness during either term. The closing examl- 
nation reflected much credit. 

No. 7. Miss Emma A. FauLkner has successfully 
sustained herself in this school for the past two years. 
This year the school hasagain made good proficiency 
under her instruction. 

Miss Faulkner is a zealous teacher, and has a natural 
aptitude for her vocation, and a method well calculated 
to interest and inspire her pupils with a love for study. 

The examination at the close of each term was satis- 
factory, showing thoroughness on the part of the teacher 
and good improvement. 

We here found a very commendable example worthy 
of note in the persons of Masters John M. Bolles, eight 
years old, and Willie C. Wilson of the same family, twelve 
years old, who have attended school six successive terms 
without being absent or tardy. 

No. 8. This school was successfully taught by Miss 
Jennie M. Hotsroox. ‘There were twenty-one weeks, 
unequally divided into two terms, one of seven weeks 
and the other of fourteen weeks in length. 

It would undoubtedly have been more for the interests 
of the school to have made the first term a little longer. 
In the brief space of seven weeks scholars can hardly 
make a beginning. 

The teacher proved faithful to her charge, and there 
was a general improvement. ‘The classes in Arithmetic 
excelled, and showed thoroughness at the final exami- 
nation. No tardy marks in the Summer and but few in 
the Winter term. 
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No. 9. The Summer term was taught by Miss Hat- 
TIE A. Cass who gave good sstisfaction. During her 
eight weeks’ service as teacher she gained the confidence 
and high esteem of her pupils, and they made good im- 
provement under her instruction. She was engaged to 
teach the next term, but was sick with ‘l'yphoid fever at 
the time school was to begin. We were soon afterward 
informed of her death which was sad news to all her 
acquaintances. And thus her friends were called to 
mourn the loss of one who to them must have been very 
dear and full of usefulness. 

The Second term of fourteen weeks was taught by 
Miss Lena C. Vosz. A new school-house added to the 
interest of this term, besides seven additional members 
that did not attend in Summer. 

Some of the classes were well advanced, and they 
generally made commendable improvement, as was 
shown at the examination made the last week of the 
school. ‘This district has some wide-a-wake scholars 
who need a little discipline as well as instruction. The 
teacher was faithful in her endeavors to discharge her 
duties. The register showed a good attendance and only 
one mark of tardiness. 

No. 10. This district had three terms of school which 
were in charge of Miss Cora F.. Lomparp, an efficient 
and experienced teacher. ‘Thirty-four different scholars 
attended during the year, but four of them were non- 
residents of the district. ‘The school did not classify to 
the best advantage. ‘There was a larger proportion of 
classes to the number of scholars than in any other schoo] 
we visited; and this, seemingly, could not well be avoid- 
ed without placing an undesirable restriction upon some 
of the scholars. 

The teacher accomplished a large amount of work, and 
labored faithfully for the good of all under her care, and 
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with an energy and zeal unsurpassed. Much useful 
instruction was given outside of the text-books. 

_ The attendance was regular, excepting a little broken 
by sickess. The third term closed abruptly on account 
of the illness of the teacher; consequently no opportuni- 
ty was afforded for the final examination which was 
intended. 

No. 11. Union District. Both schools of this district, 
of which there have been three terms, have been, on the 
whole, very successful. The improvement and progress 
made are satisfactory. 

The First term of the Grammar School was placed in 
charge of Miss Jennie A. FauLKner, an efficient and 
popular teacher; but on account of her health she was 
obliged to discontinue her labors after teaching three 
weeks. 

The services of Miss Azspie A. GovuLp were next 
secured for the remainder of the year. She had taught 
here several preceding terms and had the full confidence 
of the district in regard to her abilities as teacher,—and 
that confidence she has well sustained. 

In this school the Common English branches have 
received due attention, and have been taught with refer- 
ence to having scholars receive a practical and thorough 
knowledge of what they study. Among the higher 
branches were two classes in Algebra. one of them hav- 
ing advanced through the principles of the work they 
studied. 

In the Summer and Fall a class of twelve became 
interested in the study of Botany. The discipline of the 
school was unexceptionally good. ‘The examination at 
the close of the school year was highly satisfactory, and 
showed the same progress we had reason to expect, a 
progress highly commendable. 

Miss Fiorence I. Morse was employed in the Primary 
Department during the three terms. This was ou 
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largest school with an attendance of sixty different schol- 
ars during the year; fifty-seven being the largest num- 
ber that attended in one term. 

To teach and successfully manage snch a school of so 
many families of different minds, requires one of excel- 
lent tact, and with a liberal share of patience and for- 
bearance. Miss Morse has all this, and seems to love 
school children of this class, and governs them effectually 
by her kindness and good will. She is accurate and 
critical in her teaching, and would do well in a higher 
grade of school. All the classes appeared well at the 
closing examination, showing much improvement for the 
year. 
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GENERAL REMARKS. 


It is gratifying to be able to report that prosperity has 
generally attended our schools during the past year, and 
that we have had a larger proportion of good schools 
than usual, and not a failure among them to record. Our 
teachers have proved faithful to their trust, and as 
efficient as we have a right to expect under the present 
system. 

As it now is, the teacher is hired, the boarding-place 
engaged, and the time arranged for school to begin, often 
times, without the Superintending Committee’s knowing 
anything about it until the teacher, on her way to com- 
mence scnool, calls for her certificate. 

Others come for examination at the most unseasonable 
hour, when it is known there is the least opportunity to 
attend to this important duty which is regulated by law : 
and some come not at all, but wait for the Committee to 
call to see them. It would be considered by some of our 
District Agents an unpardonable offense, in these cases, 
not to grant certificates to those whose services they 
have engaged, and whom they had perhaps set to work, 
and a grievous disappointment and mortification to the 
teacher. 

A more general compliance with our school laws in 
regard to this matter is recommended; and, also, that 
teachers obtain their certificates, or permit to teach, 
before proceeding too far with their schools; and that 
registers be filled out and returned before they are paid 
for their services. Tes

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QUR SCHOOL-HOUSES. 


With but two exceptions our several districts are pro- 
vided with good school-honses. Within the past year 
No. 2 have erected a new house on the same foundation 
where the former one was burned, at an expense of 
$2025, including $37.50 paid for an insurance. It is of 
two stories with a school-room upon the first and second 
floor, and is calculated for a graded school. It is thor- 
oughly constructed and neatly finished within and with- 
out, and painted and blinded. It is furnished with 
double desks of modern patterns. The building is sur- . 
mounted and ornamented by a tower, in which is sus- 
pended a bell that was donated by Geo. W. Oliver, Esq., 
of Syracuse, N. Y. The house on the whole, presents a 
fine appearance, and is a credit to the place and an honor 
to the town. 

The dedication was Saturday, Sept. 22. The exer- 
cises on the occasion were appropriate and _ interesting, 
which included an able address by Rev. Charles A. 
Downs, our Superintendent of Public Instruction. 

No. 9 have reconstructed and enlarged their old house 
at an expense of about $500.00. They have now a suit- 
able place for children to attend school, which is what 
they have not before had for many years. @ The house is 
tne same in appearance as anew one. It is well finished, 
painted and blinded, and furnished with desks similar to 
those in District No. 2. 
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A FEW SUGGESTIONS. 


Our school rooms are generally very destitute of some 
of the most needful articles of furniture; and it is because 
their value is not properly understood or appreciated. 
Every school should be provided with a dictionary for 
the use and benefit of the teacher and pupils. Globes 
and Outline Maps are great. helps in the teaching and 
study of Geography, and could well be afforded in every 
district. It is by lack of these facilities, and others, that 
there has not been more interest in this study in some 
schools. By proper treatment, Geography can be made 
attractive and interesting. 

Ouly nineteen have studied History in the past year. 
This is too small a proportion to the number of scholars, 
History is fast becoming a science,"which is seen by our 
modern text-books on this subject; and it should be 
studied and taught as such. 

More attention should be given to the study of Euglish 
Grammar. We believe it should be taught more with 
reference to having scholars obtain a critical and intelli- 
gent knowledge of the English Language; and in our 
experience the synthetic and analytic method of teaching 
it, is preferable and more successful than the old scholas- 
tic and technical methods that have generally prevailed, 
*‘ Language is an organism imbued with life and vigor.” 
and should beso regarded inits construction in teaching it. 

In concluding this Report we urge upon the town a 
proper consideration of our Common Schools, and a suit- 
able provision for their support. All who have an inter- 
est for the intelligence of the rising generation and future 
welfare of our town and State, will have the same interest 
in our schools, and will be united in one common purpose 
to make them as perfect and efficient as our means will 
allow.
